follows.

"FN your Review of Saturday laff, you ya a 
| gainft the Workhoufe in Bithoplgate-ftreet, 
_ beciufe they Spin Worfted, Yarn, &c. and for 4 
~ Reafon fay, That for every Skein Spun there, there 
is, or mujft be one the lefs Spun elfewbere, which 
9a falfe ia fa, as well as that yoru talk of about 
“Colchefter Bays; for in the Year 1690, there 
was little or no Worfted Yarn {pun in Yorkthire 
(mor in feveral other. Counties) where .sbey 
now [pin at-leaft 20 Pecks a Week, that is 240 lib. 
or about 50 Grofs, as they call it, in each Packs 
_ now each Grofs contains 244 Skeins, and Jet nO one 
place in England fpins she lefs, that did {pin any 
before, I mean for that Reafon: So alfa in the Year 
4638, farce any Stuffs were made in London (/ 
mean fuch stuffs as imitate thofe made in Nor- 
wich) and now there is of fuch Stuffs 4 or 5000 
Pieces made every Weck (each containing 36 Tards) 
and yet there never was more Yards of Stuffs made 
ig Norwich, than bs been made for 3 or-4 Years 
laft paft , in which time, has been the greateft 
Quantities made in London ; which wo O2jervati- 


ons fufficiently declare the weakne/s of your Resfons 
rots ba 2 Uf you ask, what comes of them? And 
whither they go ?. That, Sir, is wot. at prefentimy 
Bufinefs. ‘I conclude with thie only defire, that 
you'd Anfmer thefe following Queftions,: viz» 

1. “ Whether -’tis not the Intereft-of Eng- 
** Jand, that.all their: Wooll:be Manwfattur’a 
“ here? 

2. “ If fo, how it fhould be Manufaétured, 
“ unlefs firft Spun ? 

3. “ If fo, how thofe People can be Preju- 
“ dicial, that are Imployed in Spinning, fince 
“* they hurt no Body elfe?. :

To this Letter the Anfwer is. very fhort ;: all. 
this Proves or Difproves nothing, but thatthére 
is a great Encreafe of the Trade’in' Druggets, 
Stuffs, €c. 
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Bat even this very Argument and Letter 
proves the thing I am upon ; for that the In- 
creafe of one Manufaétare, is the Decay of ano- 
ther, and the Spinning in one County, the 
Death of Spinning in another ; but it no way dif 

sroves, That the moré Yatn is Spun in London, 
the lefs would be Spun inthe Couatry, or the 
more Yaris Spun by the Vagabond Poor, ina 
Workhoufe, the lefs will be left to be Spun by 
the Diligent Peor outofthe Workhoufe. _ 

And to anfwer this Gentleman’s Allegation, 
he is defir'd with me to confider what Towns, 
nay, what whole Counties in England, are pet- 
feétly cut out of the Clothing Trade, and the 
Manufaéture in a manner vanifh’d from among 
them, purely by the encreale of this Trade of 
Druggets and Stuffs. 

And now I come to his Letter in particu- 


lar: 

Firft, This Gentleman begs the Quefiion, 
That there being fo much Yarn Spun in York{hire, 
there is none the lefs Spun any where elfe. 

And fo many Stuffs made in London, there is 
none the lefs made in Norwich. 

In fhort, Sir, How do you prove this Negative ? 
Is a Queftion you can never Anfwer; and 
therefore, allowing the Fatt to be true, the 
Affum ption is falfe. 

And the’ I need go no farther to Anfwer this 
Gentleman, he having drawn his Conclufions 
from wrong Premifes, yet I fhall go on to prove, 
‘That 1 do not take things upon Fruft, aad by 
GuefS as he does, and Vil undertake to prove 
the eontrary- 

That for the Encreafe of thefe Manufaéturings 
‘in Yorkfbire and in Spittle-fields, there isa De- 
creafe in other Parts, and it muft be fo; or elfe 


‘he muft allow our Trade to be Encreas’d, as to 


the Confumption of our Manufaétures in gene- 
tal, which will be a thing he will find hard to 
make good; and if not, he muft find out fome 
New Mine in Trade, fome Subterranean Cavi- 
-ty, at which our Trade has found fome Channel 
‘which I know not of- 

And Firft, Sir, as to the vaft Quantity of 
Yarn Spun in Yorkfbire, and the Quantity of 
Stuffs made in Spirtle-fields, 1 muft obferve to 
you, tho’ you are pleas’d to make them two 
‘Things, they are but one United Article, for 
that Yarn comes to Spistle-fields to make thofe 
Stuffs. 

Now here are 5000 Pieces.of Stuffs made in 
Spittle-fields, youfay, every Week, and not one 
Piece the lefgat Norwich. 
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Firft, Sir, I'll prove this is not truein Fagt. a 


Secondly, That if it was true, it does not 


Anfwer your End in this Argument at all. 


Firft, If there are not the fewer Stuffs made — 
at Norwich, yet there is lefs Yarn us’d in Nore 
folk than was before ; and I appeal to the Inha- — 


o.rants of that Trading County, and the Per-— 
fons concern’d in thofe Trades, tor the fehowing — 


Particulars. 

1. That one whole Manufa&ture, viz. of 
Stockings, is in a manner quite funk in ctkac 
County, and if nothing but that one Article 
were to come intoour Scale, I muf tell my An- 
tagonift, That fince I can remember, there 
went Weekly from the County of Nuvfolk, more 


Stockings to London, to Holland and Franre, than — 


all the ¥arn Employ’d in Spitrle ficids, to-make 
the scco Piecesof Stuffs a Week, amounts to; 
and inthe room of all this vaft Quantity, I bee 
lieve the whole County does not nuw tend away 
200 J. worth per Weck. 

The Manufaéture is quite f nk; whole 
Towns, which in former Times were almoft 
wholly Employ’d in it, do not now Knit the 
Hofe they wear, the Makers of them are Dead, 
and none take up the Trade in their room ; the 
large Towns of Deerbam, Wimondbim, « « « 
Northwatfham, Lynn, and Yzrmouth are living 
Teftimonies of what I fay; the firft of thefe 
‘Towns have quite laid by the Trades, the two 
lait, make now lefs than a twentieth part ; and 
the City of Norwich, not the hundredth part of 
the Quantities they formerly did. 

Thus the Faét is not true, for it is apparent, 
the more Yarn is Spun in York{hire,and the more 
Stuffs made in Spitsle-fields, the lefs Yarn is 
Spun fomewhere elfe. 

If any Man fhall add, All thefe Trades are 
turn’d into Stuffs; I reply, by asking this Que- 
ftion, Tho’ if it were fo, it were nothing to the 
purpofe, our Debate being not on this or that 
Commodity made ; for the Varicty is too great, 
and one falls as another rifes in Quantity; but if 
‘there be as much Yarn uled in Norfolk as ever, 
why then do allthe Neighbouring Counties, 
who ufed to carry their Yara to Norwich, now 
bring it to London? Nay, even from Norwich 
it felt, they fend their Yarn Unwrought to Lome: 
don, tobe Wove here. 

This is fo undeniable a proof of the Cafe, as 
toany thing that has but half an Eye, that it 
muft be convincing; and, I think, 1 need nut 
g0 on to prove, that there are not really fo ma- 
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tuffs made at Norwich, as ufual ; anc 
t many of the Mafter-Weavers are remo- 
to Spittle-fields 3 and that in many Out- 
Towns, as at Lynn, North-Walram, and fe- 
yeral other Towns, the Manutaéture Vani- 
- fhes, and leaves hardly its Ruines to fhow it has 
been there. 
-_ But I come now to prove, if this were fo, it 
does not anfwer the Cafe; for this would but 
prove, that the Stuif Trade is Encreafed in Erg- 
 dand 5 aad tho’ this is true, what can be infer’d 
from hence, bat that the Clothing Trade in 
_ England, is funk in proportion? And if I
